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PREFACE 


The Inve ntory of Federal Archives in the States is one of the products 
of the work of" the - Survey”of~ Federal” Archive^ s”Mch operated as a nation- 
wide project of the Works Progress Administration from January 1, 1936 to 
June 30, 1937 and has been continued since that date as a unit of the His- 
torical Records Survey, also operating as a nation-wide project of the Works 
Progress Administration, and a group of state or local projects of that 
Administration. 

The plan for the organization of the Inventory is as follows: Series 

I consists of reports on the administration of the Survey, acknowledgments, 
and general discussions of the location, condition and content of federal 
archives in the states. Succooding scries contain the detailed information 
secured by workers of the Survey, in inventory form, a separate series 
number boing assigned to each of the executive departments (except the 
Department of State) and other major units of the Federal Government* With- 
in each series No. 1 is a general introduction to the field organization 
and records of tho governmental agency concerned; the succeeding numbers 
contain the inventory proper, separate numbers being assigned to each state 
in alphabetical order. Thus, in each series, the inventory for Alabama is 
No. 2, that for Arizona No. 3, that for Arkansas No. 4, etc. 

For each local office information regarding each series, or unit of 
related records, is presented in the following order: title, inclusive 
dates (”to date” indicating an open file at the time the information was 
secured), general description of informational content, description of the 
system of filing or indexing (if any), a statement of frequency and purpose 
of use, form of the record itself (bound volumes, sheets in folders, etc.), 
linear footage, description of the containers, physical condition of the 
records (not stated if satisfactory), location by room number or other 
identifying information, and finally, the number of the Form 58SA on which 
this information was originally recorded by a Survey worker and from which 
it was abstracted for the Inventory. This form is on file in The National 
Archives. When it contains substantial information on addenda sheets which 
has not been included in tho mimeographed abstract, indication of this is 
given by use of the reference ”See addenda.” 

In Michigan the work of the Survey was directed by Mr. A. R. Kooker 
until his transfer, on May 20, 1937, to tho Washington office, and since 
that time by Mr. Walter Smith. This inventory of tho records of tho 
federal courts in Michigan was prepared in the Ann Arbor office of the 
Survey and vms edited before final typing by Dr. G. Philip Bauer of the 
Division of Research, The National Archives. It is reproduced in mimeo- 
graphed form through tho facilities of the Historical Records Survey.

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INTRODUCTION 

By tho terms of tho act of January 11, 1805, establishing Michigan j.crri- 
tcry, 1 it was onactod that tho govornmont of tho now territory should bo in 
all respocts similar to that authorized by tho ordinance of 1787 and the law 
of 1789 rolating to tho territory northwest of tho Ohio River. Thu^. it 
provided that there should bo appointod by the Prosidont a territorial su- 
premo court of threo judges, "any two of whom to form a court", who shou 
oxcrciso a "common law jurisdiction." Tho restrictivo force of this^act 

was somewhat mitigated by another of March 3, 1805 providing that: 

superior courts of tho soveral torritorios of tho United States, in whic a 

district court has not boon established by law, shall, in all cases in whic 

tho Unitod Statos are concorncd, have and exercise within their respective 
territories, the same jurisdiction and powers which are by law given to, or 
may be exercised by the district court of Kentucky District ..." a juris- 
diction which embraced (for such cases) both admiralty and equity and all 
the original jurisdiction generally assigned to United States circuit and 
district courts. No federal statute vested the court with chancery powers 
in cases not involving the United States until 1823.^ Yet from the start^ 
this authority was assumed. And in 1815 the court declarod that henceforth 
it would sit separately (l) as a supreme court of the territory, (2) as a 
court of chancery, (3) as a circuit and district court of the United States. 
According to the journals it did not sit separately as a court of chancery 
until 1819 and in 1825 discontinued the practice. It did, however, through- 
out the period from 1815 to 1837 ma.inta.in the distinction between its 
sessions as territorial supreme court e.nd its sessions as federal circuit 
or district court. But in whatovor capacity the court was sitting, an act 
of Congress (March 3, 1323) specified that there should be but one clerk, 
and presumably thoroforo but ono depository of records. And an act of 
February 5, 1825 stipulated that at least two judges must be prosont for 
the transaction of businoss by tho court whon it sat as supremo court of 
tho territory. 

Detroit was the seat of government for the territory and consequently 
the court* s sessions wore normally hold there. But in 1823 residents of 
outlying parts of the territory began to proto st, and in 1825 the legis- 
lative council passod an act requiring tho justices to hold court in the 
nowly crcatod circuits of tho territory. And soon thoroaftor (January 29, 
1827) it was providod by act of Congress that one or more judgos of tho 


Iprior to 1805 tho aroa which was to bocomo Michigan fell within tho 
jurisdiction of tho courts of Indiana Torritory, and before tho creation 
of that torritory in 1800 it was part of tho old Northwest Torritory, 

Brief statomonts regarding tho courts locally established in tho territory 
will bo found at tho hoad of tho sections doaling with thoso courts.

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court should hold one or more courts annually in each county east of Lake 
Michigan# Special Provision had already been made for the northwestern 
counties in an act of Congress approved January 30, 1823, directing that 
an additional judge be appointed for the region then contained within 
Hichilinackinac, Brown, and Crawford counties# This judge, within the 
limits of the counties named, was to enjoy substantially the same powers 
theretofore exercised by the supreme court of the territory except that he 
was to have no cognizance of cases in admiralty or maritime law or of cases 
wherein the United States should be the plaintiff* He was to travel cir- 
cuit, holding one term of court in each of the three counties every year — 
at Mackinac, Green Bay, and Prairie du Chien respectively • 

., r ith the admission of Michigan as a state of the Union in 1837 thero 
v/as created (by authority of an act approvod July 1, 1836) a federal ju- 
dicial district to be known as the District of Michigan with one district 
judge who was to hold two annual sessions at the seat of government# His 
power s were to be similar to those hold by the district judge for the Dis- 
trict of Kentucky under the Judiciary Act of 1789# That is, he was to have 
in addition to the usual jurisdiction of district courts "the jurisdiction 
of all other causes, except of appeals and writs of orror" which were ordi- 
narily cognizable by the United States circuit courts# The extra powers 
tnus granted were almost immediately revoked by an act of March 5, 1837 
which made the District of Michigan a part of the seventh federal circuit 
and provided that all circuit court cases pending in the district court 
should be transferred and continued to the regular circuit court for the 
district# 

By an act of February 24, 1863 Michigan was divided into two federal 
districts#^ The judicial center for the eastern district was fixed at 
Detroit and that for the western district at Grand Rapids# There were to 
be two terms yearly of both circuit and district courts in each district# 
Cases for the western district still pending in the eastern district wore 
not to bo transferred except at the roquest of the parties concerned# 

A rearrangement of the line between the districts in 1878 gave to the 
•western district ail of tho upper peninsula, which was constituted a northern 
division of the district. Two regular terms of both circuit and district 
courts woro to be held in this division at Marquette and a deputy clerk was 
to be appointed to keep the division’s records in that city# The remainder 
of the district was constituted the southorn division and continued to have 
its court sessions and to koop its records at Grand Rapids. At tho same 
time provision was made that judges of tho eastern district might in their 
discretion hold some sessions at port Huron. 


3 The dividing line between tho two districts followed brolconly along 
tho wo stern boundaries of Hillsdale, Jackson, Ingham, Clinton, Gratiot 
Isabella and Clare countios; thonco along tho eastern boundaries of 
Missaukee , Kalkaska, Antrim and Emmott counties to tho Straits of Mackinac. 
Midway across tho Straits it turned wostorly in a direct line to tho north- 
east corner of Delta county and thonce along tho northern and wosturn 
boundaries of that county to tho northern limits of Wisconsin# In 1864 
branch and Calhoun counties wure transferred from the western to tho 
eastern district# 
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An act of Fobruary 20, 1887 pro\ T idcd that two or norc torns of tho cir- 
cuit and district courts for tho eastern district should bo annually hold 
at Bay City; but tho rocords and papors of those sessions were to bo filod 
at Detroit. Sovon years later the oastorn district was formally cut into 
two divisions, 4 Detroit ronaining tho center for tho southern division and 
Bay City for the northern division. A doputy clerk was to bo appointed at 
Bay. City to koop tho rocords of tho courts thoro. 

Tho Judiciary Act of 1911 transferred tho responsibility for holding 
court at Port Huron to the judges of the northern division of the eastern 
district. And in 1912 provision was made for sessions of tho courts in the 
northern division of the western district at Sault Saints Marie* No furtnor 
changes in tho limits of tho divisions or tho places for holding court were 
made down to the time when this inventory was talcon. In the Register of 
tho Department of Justice and the Courts o f tho United States for 1936 there 
wore listed for tho oastorn district four judgos with offices at Detroit, 
one district court clork at Detroit and a doputy clerk at Bay City. There 
woro throe Probation and Parole officers with headquarters at Dotroit. In 
tho wostorn district there was but ono judge whoso office was at Grand 
Rapids, ono clork at Grand Rapids, a doputy clerk at Marquette , and a Pro- 
bation and Parolo officor at Grand Rapids.

Among those wore the houses of James May 
and John Dodemead, the Council House, the legislative chambers, end the 
of Judge Woodward— all in Detroit. 

Parts of the court's records are now at Ann Arbor in the custody of 
the University of Michigan while other parts are at Detroit. (See below). 
Tne journals have been carefully edited by Professor William Wirt 131 umo 
preparatory to their publication by the University, and two Volumes under 
the title Transactions of the Supreme Court of Michigan, 1805 - 1811 have 
already appeared.

The first journal described below somehow became separated from the 
other journals (see No. 4, supra.) and found its way into the Burton 
Historical Collection of the Detroit Public Library. The second journal, 
which is in the record room of the present United States District Court 
at Detroit, contains the proceedings of the supreme ~ourt of the terri- 
tory sitting as a Circuit and District Court of the United States.

The minutes of each session are entered separatelv 
according to dates and the records of individual transactions are entered 
as they occur within the session. There is no index for the journal but 
there is one for the digest of rules. It is arranged alphabeticslly’by 
general subjects, (Infrequently, for historical research.)

15, RECORDS OF THE SUPREME COURT OF THE TERRITORY OF MICHIGAN SIT- 
TING AS A CIRCUIT AND DISTRICT COURT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 

Oct. 5, 1815 - Jan. 3, 1037. Contains a complete longhand record in 
minute form of every act, event and proceeding occurring while ‘this 
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court was in actual session throughout its entire history. The records 
are kept by days. Each entry refers to the last ’“preceding entry and 
indicates the next d^te upon which to look for an entry. Every case 
constitutes a separate paragraph, and when referred to, the nances of 
all parties are given along with the names of attorneys. Then follows 
a statement of every move made in open court in connection with the 
cose. There is no system of indexing and there is very little attempt 
to separate the entries by years or terms. The practice varies with 
the clerk. For some years the pages are labeled as dealing with cases 
for that year. From 1820 to 1823 it was the practice to note in the 
margin at the side of each entry the month and day. (Rarely, not once 
in 20 years.)

The dis- 
trict courts had but short livos as the legislative council of the terri- 
tory abolished them on September 16, 1810.
